There is hereby estsfblished a sedal to be knoiiT) as the Medal 
of Freedom with acoompan;;,-!!!;- ribbo:m; and appurtenances for coward 
to any person, not hot^eirvifter Dpeclfically exdnderi, wt-ic, on or 
after Uecembor 7# ;'has rjerfonaed a meritorious act er service 

ehich has aided the ?|nit©d States in the prosecnhio; of a vmr 
against an emmy or eneiaies and for wiiich an a’.<.ar.i of ancthcr UnitSKi 
States medal or deoojt^tion ie comidered inapnroprit'te. Ihe Medtel 
of Freedom may a!^o h© awardee to ar^ pereon, not hereii-ieiter

Specifically excliid0d, who, on or after 7, 19hl» hits 

similarly aided any nation en;;a{;ed with the United Etatos in the 

prosecution of a war against a cocMnon en®tiy or en«.ij.es,
